sians had dispatched the wounded with the 
butts of their rifles. The Lieutenant said it 
was not quite so bad as that, but under the 
circumstances of the present war in China 
they had been and probably would in the 
future be compelled to kill the wounded with 
the bayonet. In the beginning they had 
even sent the wounded to the hospitals in 
Tien Tsin, but they soon found out that as 
long as a man was able to raise a hand he 
would try and stab the foreigners, and as 
moreover, they found the prisoners refract- 
ory and had all they could do to attend to 
themselves, they had been compelled to kill 
all wounded with bayonets, and, generally 
speaking, accept no prisoners, but kill every- 
body who stood up against them. Frequent- 
ly they found Boxers who had taken their 
red dges and clothes off in the hope of 
trying the “amigo” trick on them, and 
while the trick worked at first, the allies 
soon gave orders to kill every Chinese who 
would stand. The Chinese in turn decapitate 
and mutilate every foreigner who may be 
wounded or killed and who is unfortunate 
enough to fall into their hands. 

Hacked ‘o Pieces by Boxers. 

On one occasion a large Rumber 

succeeded, in encircling an italien gr 
with eight men and, while four of the men 
cut their way through, the other four and 
the officer were simply overwhelmed by the 
numbers and hacked to pieces with the long 
knives of the Boxers.

Efforts of the Rockefeller Interests to 
Keep Up Prices Apparently Unavail- 
ing—Figures Cut on All Kinds of 

Freight on the Great Lakes. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 1.—For two months 
the Rockefeller vessel interests have been 
waging a vigorous war to maintain the 
carrying rates on the lakes, more especially 
the org freights, and today saw the first 
evidences of failure when the ore rate from 
Lake Superior to Ohio ports was cut from 
$1 to 90 cents. Despite the fact that the 
Rockefeller boats, to the number of forty- 
five big ships, have been laid up, the fron 
market has not been sufficiently strong to 
cause a live demand for ore, and the freights 
have broken of their own weight. A further 
break is expected. 

The tactics of the Rockefellers in laying: 5 
up boats to reduce the supply of wild ton- 
nage were begun on June 1. During the | 
past two months the managers of that part 
of the fleet. which was kept running Have 
used every possible precaution to prevent 
rates from breaking, but in spite of their 
care every rate has slumped with the ex- 
ception of Chicago grain freights. The Du- 
luth wheat rate has dropped from 2% cents 
in June to 1% cents, at which figure a little 
business is being done. The Duluth coal rate 
fell from 50 to 35 cents, and the Milwaukee 
coal rate, which ruled at 70 cents during the 
last ot May, is now cut squarely in two. 
Buffalo coal rates have fallen off: almost 
as much, and today the iron ore rates, which 
have held steady with little business being 
done, gave away to the pressure. 

About all the ore shippers have had of- 
fered them lately were the lumber tows 
which Were left with no employment by the 
dull condition of that trade. As for the coal 
business, few Bessemer boats have been 
loaded with that commodity, but there were 
more than enough left from the standpoint 
of the vessel owner. Shippers who chartered 
boats last fall with the Stipulation that they 
should run up the lakes without cargo have 
seen fit to ease up in this demand and allow 
the vessel man the coal freight, as the de- 
mand for ore had fallen off. Vessel brokers 
at Cleyeland formed a combination to hold 
up co rates, but prices were cut by out-

HOW. VICTOR GOT THE NEWS. 


Telegraph Address in Which He Was 

Styled His Majesty Revealed the 
‘Fact of Father’s Death. 
(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK WORLD AND 

7HE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

ROME. Aug. 1,—The new King learned of 
the assassination of his father at Capo 
Spartivento, where he called with his yacht. 
While there the commander of a gunboat 
apprised him his father was in a serious 
condition, and inadvertently handed the 
Prince a batch of telegrams, one of which 
was addressed To His Majesty, Victor 
Emmanuel III.” Thus he knew his father 
was dead and that he had succeeded to the 
throne. 

When the royal train passed through here 
on the way to Monza the venerable Sig. 
Crispi, in spite of poor health, insisted on 
going to the railway station in the early 
morning to offer his sympathy to the King. 
The young King and old politician embraced 
and wept bitterly. Crispi sought to speak 
comfort to the King and repeatedly said to 
him: Sire, courage, courage. | 

The meeting with General Ponzio Vaglia, 
who held Humbert in his arms when he died, 
was affecting. The King made no effort to 
conceal his emotion, while the Queen burst 
into tears and as she alighted in the station 
was unable to speak. The King's voice was 
husky with emotion he said: I do not 
yet fully realize the horrible reality.” 


The meeting of the King and his mother, | 


who waited for him at the top of the grand 
staircase of the castle, was so painful and 
made such an impression upon those near 
that it never can be forgotten. There was 
silence broken only by the sobs of the Queen, 
who was in a fainting’ condition. Later 
when she had recovered herself she led her 
son into the mortuary chapel, where there 
were no witnesses.

Imposing Procession from Rosenau

COBURG, Aug. 1.—The body of the Duke

TALKS OF THE SMALL COLLEGE. 


President Harper in a Lecture Points 
Out Difficulties of Such In- 
3 stitutions. 


“The Difficulties of the Small College” 
were enumerated by President W. R. Harper 
of the University of Chicago yesterday in an 


address to the students in Cobb Chapel, but 


no effort was made to suggest how the diffi- 
culties might be removed. Dr. Harper paid 


tribute to the prevailing system of public | 


instruction, and said the high schools and 
the State universities were the greatest 
menace to the existence of the small college. 

The high school,“ said Dr. Harper, “ now 
does much of the work formerly done by the 
college. Its course of study is, in many 
cases, more extensive than was the course of 
study in even the better colleges thirty years 
ago. 

The outcry against the State university 
that its tendencies are anti-Christian and 
that its students are under evil influences, 
has no foundation, for in many, if not all, the 
State universities there is cultivated a deep 
religious spirit, and the Christian activity 
and interest are far greater than in some of 
the smaller colleges under denominational 
control.“ 

Professor George E. Hale, director of the 


Yerkes Observatory. in a lecture on “ The 


Sun at the University of Chicago yester- 
day, said that the recent eclipse observations 
were a complete success from an astronomi- 
cal standpoint, and that more valuable ma- 
terial had been secured than at any pre- 
vious eclipse. 

“The work of the Yerkes Observatory 
party,.“ said Professor Hale. was almost 
altogether photographic. During the eighty- 
six seconds that the eclipse lasted we ob- 
tained seven pictures of the corona and the 
prominences. The result seems to confirm 
the theory held as to the electrical nature of 
the corona. It is probably something like 
the aurora seen in the polar latitudes of the 
earth.“

NICARAGUAN GOVERNMENT | 
SEIZES PROPERTY OF 
MARITIME CANAL COMPANY 


Rights of the Concessionnaires Held to 
Have Lapsed Two Years Ago Because 
of Failure to Build the Big Waterway 

in the Time Spetified in the Contract. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 1.—The gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua has taken possession 
of the property of the Maritime Canal com- 
pany, and removed the company’s cars, rails, 
and property to the interior from Grey- 
town, under article 54 of the concession. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—The seizure of 


the property of the Maritime Canal company 


has long been expected, although the United 
States government has done all it properly 
could do to conserve the rights of the con- 
cessionnaires. Under the terms of the con- 
cession the Nicaragua Canal company was 
allowed a period of ten years after the com- 
pletion of the preliminary surveys in which 
to complete the construction of the canal. 
That period expired nearly two years ago. 

The Nicaraguan government, foreseeing 
the failure of the company to comply with 
dts contract, entered into another arrange- 
ment with what was known as the Cragin- 
Eyre syndicate to take up the original con- 
cession promptly upon its expiration. The 
Nicaragua Canal company, or rather its 
successor, the Maratime Canal company,was 
notified that the Nicaraguan government 
had vacated its concession and intended to 
geize upon its properties according to the 
terms of t concession. The canal com- 
pany protested, and appealed to the 
ment of the United States. 

The convention provides that in the event 
of a misunderstanding between the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua and the company, the 
dispute should be submitted to four arbitra- 
tors, two to be selected by each party. The 
Nicaraguan government. required that all 
four of the arbitrators should be native 
Nicaraguans. The company refused to com- 
mit its. interests to the care of such agents. 
and United States Minister Merry, at the in- 
Stance of the State department, intervened 
dn its favor. It appears now that the arbi- 
tration having fatled, as the Nicaraguan 
government claims, by the expiration of the 
period allowed for its work, the government 
has proceeded to make the seizure of the 
canal company’s property.

| DRAINAGE CANAL BORN 15 YEARS AGO TODAY. 


A heavy rain-storm fifteen years ago today 
was responsible for Chicago's great drain- 
age canal. On Sunday, Aug. 2, 1885, there 
fell in this city 5.58 inches of rain, a record 
unprecedented. 

Water in the sewers d up and base- 
ments in the business section of the city 
were flooded. Many restaurants were forced 
to close, and water invaded even the base- 
ment of the Palmer House. The Desplaines 
River overran its banks and great damage 
was done to crops. | 
ne greatest damage was done inthe 
wholesale districts, where goods were stored 
in cellars. Thete was six feet.of water in 
the Washington and La Salle street tunnels, 
and on Fall street, near Lake, a large sec- 
tion ot the pavement sunk three or four feet. 

This flood aroused the citizens to the fact 
that the: sewerage system of the city was 
inadequate for such an emergency. A sub- 
committee of the Citizens’ association, com- 
posed of O. Guthrie, Edwin Lee Brown, 


David Bradley, Dr. F. W. Reilly, Professor 


L. B. Cooley, J. J. Glessner, C. A. MacDon- 


ald, and W. Rutherford, was set to work 
to investigate the matter. On Aug. 27 this 
subcommittee returned ‘its. report.

MARQUETTE DAY AT MACKINAC, 


Memorial services Held at Island in 


Honor of the Former Mis- 
| Slonary. 


Mackinac Island, Mich., Aug. 1.—[Special.]} 
About 2,000 people attended a memorial 
meeting in honor of Marquette, held on 
parade grounds. Fort Mackinac, today. 
Twenty-two years ago the first meeting 
took place and about $14,000 was secured. 
This has never been utilized and allowed to 
dwindle down to $800. The matter was 
again taken up abopt a year ago by Peter 
White of Marquette, E. O. Brown, and 
Franklin MacVeagh of Chicago. An appli- 
cation was made to the Mackinac Island 
State Park commission and a suitable site 
secured in the heart of the town. By making 


it a national affair it is hoped to raise $25,000. 


The Rev. Thomas E. Sherman delivered a 
sermon on the great work of Marquette as 
a missionary. General John C. Black de- 
scribed him as a man of the people. 

„Pere Marquette was not,“ said the Gen- 
éral, in the strict sense of the word a 
discoverer. Nearly’a century and a quar- 
ter before he saw the Mississippi De Soto, 
the dauntless Spaniard, had been buried in 
its vast tide. Later Moscoso had crossed 
and recrossed it, and the courts of Europé 
were familiar with the story of the great 
river. Many men had told Marquette of its. 
upper channel, and from their accounts he 
had prepared the map that bears his name 
before he ever stood upon its banks. But he 
was a dauntless explorer, a thoughtful ob- 
server, and a faithful chronicler. Primus 
inter pares, he is in the front rank with 
Polo and Livingston and Stanley; he was 
in the race of civilzation; leader in the ways 
where multitudes have followed; where he 
walked, brushing the dews from the wild 


grasses with his sandaled feet, and hearing |

WAITING FOR Hig THRONE TO.COME. 

Universal sympathy will be extended to 
King Alexander of Servia and his bride to 
be. The date for the wedding had been set, 
the bridal robes completed, and the guests, 
including all the erowned heads éf Ne 
bidden to the ceremony. At the last mo- 
ment it was discovered by the Grand Cham- 
berlain of the Royal Household that the 
ancient and hereditary throne of Servia was 
missing. Royal equerries and ladies-in- 
waiting searched the palace. They brushed 
the dust off old trunks in the garret and 
explored the deep recesses of the cellar, but 
found nothing there but canned cherries 
and other preserved fruits. They looked in 
the hall closet, in the kitchen pantry, and 
out in. the woodshed, but all in vain. All 
sorts of old furniture was discovered, but 
no trace of the old throne. King Alexander 
was furious and the bride wept bitter tears. 
A royal wedding without a throne on which 
to sit was, of course, out of the question. 
Finally somebody thought of the Servian 
booth at the Paris exposition, and upon in- 
quiry it was found that the throne had been 
sent there to form a part of the decorations. 
Telegrams ordering the throne sent home 
were immediately dispatched over the royal 
signature and workmen spent the night care- 
fully packing the throne in excelsior so 
that its upholstery might not be ddimaged: 
by the trip back to Belgrade. Upon its ar- 
rival the throne will at once be unpacked 
and set up in the throne room and the wed- 
ding bells will commence to-peal. 

The incident shows the disadvantages un- 
der which the crowned heads of Furope 
labor because of the lack of ingenuity and 
inventive skill on the part of their subjects, 
In this country, for instance, a wedding 
would never be postponed on account of the 
mere absence of a throne. The Court Car- 
penter would be called in, in case a throne 
was considered indispensable, and in a 
couple of hours and at moderate cost he 


would doubtless turn out a throne which 


would meet every purpose. 


THE ADVANCE ON PEKIN. 

It is gratifying to learn. that the allies 
yesterday began their long delayed ad- 
vance movement from Tien Tsin toward 
Pekin. This is considerably earlier.than 
the date on which the march was expected 


to begin, and it is probable that the pres- 


ent intention is to go only a part of the 
way and establish a new base preparatory 
to a direct march to the Chinese capital. 
As the invading army must carry all its 
provisions and supplies its progress will 


necessarily be slow. The Pei Ho is entirely 


useless for navigation, being blocked with. 
sunken junks for twenty miles beyond 
Tien Tsin. The railroad is torn up and the 
army will probably find all foot bridges 
destroyed. Chinese roads are proverbially 
wretched, and they will not be improved 
for the benefit of the “ foreign devils.” The 
march will be long and hard and it is well 

It is estimated that at least one-half of 
the 60,000 allies now at Chinese ports in 
the region of Tien Tsin are available for 
an immediate advance upon Pekin. It is 
not at all impossible that a well equipped 


force of 30,000 men might be able to break | 


through the Chinese lines and rescue the 
Ministers at Pekin. Care must be taken 


not to repeat the disastrous experiences | 


of Seymour’s column or of the battle at 
Tien Tsin, but there is reason to believe 
that the allies have now gone to the other 
extreme and are overestimating the im- 
provement in the fighting ‘qualities of 
Chinese soldiers. While the Chinese have 
clearly learned something of the art ot 
modern war since 1894, it is not probable 
that they have learned as much as the out- 
side world, in its surprise at this discovery, 
was led to believe. The forces now available 
should be able to hold their own against 
any opposition they are likely to meet. 

On to Pekin! must be the watchword 
from this time forth. The need for haste 
is redoubled by the new and welcome 
knowledge, now made absolutely certain 
by a direct press dispatch from Pekin, that 
the besieged foreigners are still alive and 
looking eagerly for rescue. In their brave 
and bitter fight for life they have lost sixty 
killed and seventy wounded and have in- 
flicted losses of more than 1,000 upon the 
Chinese besieging them. Humanity and 
the self-respect of the civilized: nations de- 
mand that not one needless moment be lost 
in going to the relief of these beleagured 
people. No Chinese threat to take their 
lives if the powers begin an organized ad- 
vance on Pekin can be allowed to inter- 
fere with our plain duty in the case. All 
Chinese officialdom should be given to under- 
stand that if the foreigners in Pekin are 
massatred the rulers will be held personally 
guilty of the crime. The time has come 


to move on Pekin without further hesita-

| The order which forbids police officers to 
assign their salaries to money-lenders on 
pain of dismissal from the force is a good 
one. It should be extended to cover all em- 
ployés of the city. Then enforcement of the 
order will save the Oity Controller much 
needless work. Best of all, it will save the 
men themselves from the consequences of 
their own folly. A man who once puts 
himself in the power of a “ money shark ” 
tarely gets out of it. He struggles along 
from month to month paying interest at the 
rate of from twenty-five to fifty per cent a 
year without, ever reducing the principal. 
If he finds himself in need of money during 
the early part of a month he had better live 
on bread and water, if necessary, until the 
next pay-day rather than secure an advance 
of hig next month’s salary from one of the 
South Clark street condors. 
No large private corporation would per- 
mit for a week what the city has been so 
long in forbiddinge The mere extra labor 
which the assignment of salaries throws on 
bookkeepers and cashiers is enough to make 
the system impossible, 
temptation, to which many men have yield- 
ed, to*assign their salaries to more than 
one shark.“ This adds a further compli- 
cation to the problem of the cashier, who 
sometimes is confronted on pay-day by two 
or more money-lenders and the unfortunate 
wife of the borrower, each of whom has an 
apparently valid claim to the month's wages. 
Scenes like this have not been uncommon: 
in the office of the City Controller, and as 
a result much time has been lost and need- 
less work and worry have been forced upon 
the cashiers. |

OHARACTERISTIO’ OF IOWA. 
Citizens of the sovereign State of Iowa 


will find their charming commonwealth dis- 
sected and described in delightful literary 
style in the August Atlantic. Rollin Lynde 
Hartt performs the task with a rare com- 
bination of humor and admiring raillery. 
After lightly sketching the uneventful his- 
tory ‘of the State and chronicling the early 
agricultural mistakes of the settlers, he 
tells how they finally obeyed the injunc- 
tion to “ go. to grass,” and have prospered 
ainazingly ever since. They took to grass, 
raised cows to eat it, and began making 
butter for the nations, “ From prairie grass 
to wheat, from wheat to clover, from clover 
to corn—such are the short and simple 
annals of the Iowans.” 

Mr. Hartt thinks the motto of Iowa 
should be Cornucopia—plenty of corn.” 
He even attempts to put all Iowa into 
three nouns—corn, cow, and hog—but re- 
pents and admits that there are many 
other good things in Iowa. 
there is the retired farmer, who flourishes 
numerously and dwells prosperously in 
Iowa's innumerable small towns. In New 
England retirement means defeat; in Iowa 
it means triumph. In New England the 
drift toward the cities is a struggle for 
self-preservation; in Iowa it is a movement 
toward luxury and reposeful ease. The 
heavens above, and the earth beneath, and 
the minerals under the earth have all been 
kind to the Iowans. But Mr. Hartt has one 
fault to find with Iowa. It is not the 
cyclones. It is the monotonous goodness 
of the .citizens. He complains that the 
people are so uniformly respectable that 
they will attempt nothing quixotic or pirati- 
cal. They refuse to be picturesque. They 
are so prosily conyentional that if by 
chance they do anything unusual they undo 
it mext day.

The free and easy way in which Professor 
Herrick of the University of Chicago deals 
with the shortcomings of this city in his 
novel, “ The Web of Life,” has attracted 
the attention of outsiders, always ready for 
a pretext to gratify their jealousy by harsh 
attacks upon the beautiful city by the lake. 
It is somewhat remarkable that two papers, 
one at the East, the other at the West, the 
Denver Republican and the Philadelphia 
North Ameriean, both of them usually dis- 
creet, dignified, and temperate sheets, should 
on the same day have seized upon Professor 
Herrick's critical utterances and magnified 
them into a wholesale indictment of the city. 
It now only remains for papers in Duluth 
and New Orleans to join in the assault to 
make it complete. | 

Tun TRIBUNE is surprised that Denver, 
of all Western cities, should have anything 
ungracious to say about Chicago, and yet 
it is even more virulent than Philadelphia 
in its criticism: After unctuously repeating 
Professor Herrick’s flings it says: 

Regarding Professor Herrick’s criticism of Chi- 
cago life and character, the frantic denials of the 
press will not be sufficient to convince observers 
that the novelist’s unflattering picture does not 
savor more of truth than dyspepsia, , The fact of 
the matter is that Chicago is often in need of a 
good, hard jolt.““ and the last one will be the 
moré effective because it comes from the big, red 
roofed educational house of President Harper. 

While neither the “jolt” of Professor 
Herrick nor the “jolts” of our esteemed 
contemporary in Denver can affect Chica- 
go more than the impact of thistledown 


blown against a stone wall, still it is sur- 


prising that Denver should have been guilty 
of such conduct. Denver has always been 
considered the Chicago of the far West, 
and hitherto it has plumed itself upon the 
appellation. Denver resembles Chicago in 
many ways. It is young, active, enterpris- 
ing, and public spirited. Its people are un- 
conventional, hustling, and ¢ull of go. Life 
in its streets is à reproduction on a small 
scale of life in Ohicago streets. It has its 
repulsive and disagreeable sides sharply 
contrasted with what is artistic and beau- 
tiful, though it is not so pretty a city as 
Chicago, because it has no great lake to 
set it off. Its horizon line of mountains is 
too far off to be effectfve. But it is a prom- 
ising little place, and if it continues to imi- 
tate Chicago it will in time reach toward 
greatness. It is a promising little place, but 
it does not look well for it to abuse its ex- 
amplar. 
As far as Philadelphia is concerned the 
case is radically different., It is a sleepy 
old place. One day of such strenuous life 
as there is in Chicago would throw it into 
fits. It is an old place, but probably will 
never get its growth. It is too slow to grow. 
Like old persons, it sleeps most of the time. 
It has made no perceptible progress since 
the days of William Penn. It cannot un- 
derstand a place that is always wideawake. 
It looks upon Chicago much as some prim 
old dame looks upon a lusty, hustling boy. 
It is shocked at the smoke and grime of 
Chicago and complacently lives in its own 
typhoid fever breeding stenches, refusing 
to boil its water because it is too lazy to 
put the kettle on the fire. People never go 
to Philadelphia except when they wish to 
have absolute quiet. Thus it has become 
a kind of national rest cure, or nirvana, 
where persons tired out with the restless 
activities of the great stirring world are sub- 
merged in an ocean of endless repose. Its 
natives rarely wander away from home, 
and never so far that they can’t get back at 
night. It is not remarkable that such a 
place should fail to appreciate or understand 
this great bustling city, full of life to its 
finger ends, masterfully pushing through dirt 
and smoke by rough ways to the stars.” 
It was not suspected, however, that the 
sleepy old place had a vituperative habit 
which belies its philanthropic name.

Mr. Herrick as an Author. 
„ The Web of Life.“ By Robert Herrick. 
M the int of view of an a 
: upon Chicago Mr. Herrick's book has 
already been considered; it is time to 
look at it as a work of art, a bit of life. 
It must be admitted that it is both of 
these. The first thing that strikes a reader 
familiar with this author's previous work is 
the great advance that this story shows over 
the other ones. The art is so much finer. 
the story so much more human. It is the 
humanness that makes the book absorbingly 
interesting from beginning to end, although 
a loyal Chicagoan may find much that he 
will deem it his duty to skip or to disparage 
and much that is quite out of his kon. 

It is really another text taken from the 
„ gospel of freedom,“ another revelation of 
struggles against the restraining and be- 
numbing forces of a defective social system— 
“the vast web of petty greeds and blind 
efforts.’’ As the spider-host of this web the 
author first introduces his readers not into 
a parlor, but into the operating-room of St. 
Isidore’s. A man who has been shot in a 
drunken row is brought here and by a suc- 
cessful operation is permitted once more to 
burden society and a self-supporting wife. 
The surgeon, Dr. Sommers, who performed 
the operation has his doubts about the 
beneficence of his deed. He is strangely 
drawn to the wife, and with her has the 
sense of dealing with a human soul nakedly.“ 
Mrs. Preston is a school teacher and she 
lives in terror of the law that forbids a mar- 
ried woman to teach. In a little cottage on 
the dreary plains of South Chicago she hides 
her convalescing burden, and here Dr. Som- 
mers pays occasional visits.
